As to what is the perfect speed “for 
covering the roads—the ten miles an hour 
of the average cyclist or the three to four 
miles an hour of the tramper—this is a 
question which may be left to the 
members of those rival confraternities 
to decide to their own individual 
satisfaction. In Ireland, however, the 
cyclist is in the pecularly happy 
position of being able, in the brief space 
of his annual holiday, to make a rough 
survey of the entire country in which he 
lives, including in a single tour glimpses 
of Cape Clear and Mizzen Head, metro- 
politan Dublin and the wilderness of 
Connemara. By hard riding and a care- 
fully-mapped route, it is possible to touch 
all these points in :. fortnight’s tour; 
the average cyclist, if in good condition, 
may visit them all in the course of three 
weeks of riding, which will take him 
along most of Ireland’s line of coast. 


NORTHWARD BOUND. 
Taking Dublin as a starting point, you 
may travel directly to Belfast, through 
the glories of the Mourne valleys, and 
so on along the magnificent coast road 
of Antrim, with fresh breezes sweeping 
in upon you from an opalescent sea on 
the one side and towering hills on the 
other. Two days will bring you into 
Glenarm, where you will have to decide 
between the attractions of rival charms— 
on the one hand, a continued run round 
the coast ; on the other, an incursion into 
the famous Antrim Glens. All things 
considered, the Glens, with their beauti- 
ful foliage, sweeping hills and tinkling 
waterfalls, should prove the stronger at- 
traction, and you should take that route 
to the Causeway, near Portrush, and the 
sea once more. Derry suggests itself as 
a place to spend a night, with the dis- 
traction of a cinema and a stroll around 
the Walls before turning in at night, and 
the next morning you may leave the six 
counties behind, experiencing the same 
freedom from difficulties with the Customs 
authorities as when you entered the pro- 
vince at Newry, and. make your way into 
the Rosses of Donegal, where Irish is the 
commonly spoken tongue and where you 
may journey for hours seeing nothing but 
rivers, bogland and mountains, solitary 
groups of sheep and cows, and the occa- 
sional omnibus that reminds you of the 
existence of human settlements. 


ALONG THE HILLSIDES. 


These are rough roads that encircle the 
west coast, stony tracks many, of them 
that wind along the hillsides, but the 
beauties of the way repay the hazards of 
unctures and other minor calamities. 
oveliness unfolds itself all the way 
through the glacial: mountains and lakes 
of Sligo, until you get to the intervening 
stretch of bogland, through which you cut 
diagonally across the promontory which 
is formed by the counties of Mayo and 
Galway, and in Connemara nature shows 
itself again in untamed grandeur. Roads, 
as we understand them in the urban 
parts, are almost non-existent. here, and 
there may be long stretches where it will 
be prudent to carry the bicycle, instead 
of expecting the bicycle to carry you. 

With its restful atmosphere and in- 
explicably exotic charm, Galway, more 
than any other town, will tempt you to 
dally on the tour, but there is a pleasant 
run before you through the green fields, 
which at this season are aglow with 
gorse, of East Clare, and so into Lime- 
rick. From Limerick, it is a comfort- 
able day’s ride into Killarney, and from 
Killarney you may explore to your heart, s 
content the glories of a county which 
repeats the ruggedness of Connemara and 
Donegal, somewhat softened and touched 
up with that perfection of colouring which 
only Kerry has. ‘Then you must go 
through West Cork, over the mountains, 
with such things as legendary lakes and

THE WALKINC TOUR. 


PLEASANT WAY TO SPEND 
HOLIDAY. 


All the indications are that this is going 
to be a wonderful summer, so far as 
weather is concerned, and a_ pleasant 
summer means thousands of walkers at the 
week-end upon the roads of Ireland; for 
nobody is more at the mercy of the weather 
than the walker. It will be observed that 
we do not use the word “ hiker ’’—an 
excellent word, incomparably expressive of 
the free and easy spirit and open fellow- 
ship which should animate all those who 
walk on the highway for a hobby, but, un- 
fortunately, a word that is considered 
wilgar by those to whom it is applied. 
There is an alternative word in this 
country, shuiler, which is Irish, and, 
therefore, not vulgar, and means nothing at 
all to the majority of Irish people. Let. us, 
consequently, write about walkers. 

Motoring hag ruined the roads as a 
medium for tramping, and the use of tar 
as a paving has. made them as uncomfort- 
able in hot weather to the feet of human 
beings as to the feet of dogs. In a country, 
however, such as Ireland there is no compul- 
sion to keep to the road, and what feels 
better under foot than the heather of the 
Wicklow Mountains or the velvety turf that 
forms a carpetéfor all the centre of Ireland? 
Most land in Ireland is free to all who have 
sufficient thought not to leave a trail of 
damage behind, and “ lifts ’’ may be got 
whenever the blisters appear or the legs 
grow weary. 

Walking across the boggy heart of Ire- 
land has been suggested. Why not? There 
is great beauty, and still more warm- 
heartedness, which is one of the things to 
be sought for, to be found along these 
tracks which lie off the ordinary tourist 
route. The principal walking centres of 
Ireland, however, are, of course, Wicklow, 
Donegal and Kerry, while Connemara offers 
great opportunity, though the distances 
between towns are so great there that a 
camping equipment is virtually a necessity 
for those who would wander out from 
Galway to see the Twelve Pins, Renvyle’s 
sands and Killary Harbour at sunset. 


YOUTH HOSTELS. 


An Oige, the Irish Youth Hostel Asso- 
ciation, has done more than anything else 
to make walking a practical hobby in Ire- 
land for everybody. They have, with their 
hostels, made Wicklow into a _ walkers’ 
paradise, and, pending the establishment 
of similar hostels throughout the country, 
they have arranged with affiliated hotels 
and boarding-houses for special terms for 
their members. At the hostels light food 
is provided, but the walker is expected to 
Ea his own food of a more solid kind. 

e will, therefore, need to include in his 
equipment a supply of easily-cooked meat— 
sausages, bacon and the like—or cold meat 
which is already cooked. Sandwiches, 
raisins and chocolate are good sustaining 
food, and during the day-time the numerous 
streams which are to be found on any walk 
among mountains will provide plenty to 
drink. 

Novices should take note of a tip to avoid 
blisters. This can be ensured by rubbing 
the feet with soap or methylated spirits 
before starting, provided, of course, that 
the shoes are comfortable, and that the 
stockings or socks are neither worn out nor 
darned. Woollen socks should be worn by 
women over their thin stockings. Other 
essentials are a raincoat, tableware (in- 
cluding an unbreakable plate and cup),

RIVERS OFFER GOOD SPORT. 


Ireland's fisheries are calculated to be 
worth millions of pounds. 

Reports received from correspondents 
throughout the country indicate that the 
value of these fisheries, both to the in- 
dividual and to the State, has not in any 
way diminished. 

| Bina tourists who visit Ireland 
for the splendid fishing to be found in 
Irish rivers have not decreased to any 
large extent in numbers. 

More than unusual interest is attached 
to Irish fisheries at the present moment. 

The Government has appointed a 
Commission to investigate terms and 
conditions of leases under which the 
fisheries, or part thereof, are held. The 
findings of this Commission will have a 
far-reaching effect on the activities of 
sportsmen, and the possible redistribution 
of holdings. 

There is a general tendency amongst 
members of the Dail and other bodies 
that fishing should become more general 
and less expensive, and that the State 
should benefit to a greater extent from the 


The visitor to Ireland this season may 
have no fear of any unhappy develop- 
ments, and he will find health and 
pleasure at Ireland’s rivers. 

Mr. Newcombe, secretary of the Dublin 
Board of Conservators, says that fair fish- 
ing, so far, has been found in the Liffey 
and its tributaries, but-rainfall was badly 
needed, and some tributaries are very low. 

White trout are in plenty, but salmon 
somewhat fewer. 

The head water bailiff reports that 
there are a good number of salmon up 
the river, but are indifferent about taking 
the bait. 


NEAR AND FAR. 


Galway.—Mayfly has been up since 
Sunday, and local fishermen doing well 
on dap. Good catches are reported, 
Trout up to five and six pounds have been 
killed on the dap. There is an abundance 
of fish in Corrib. Visitors from all over 
are crowding to Galway and outlying 
areas. There has been a good hatch of 
flies, and a record season is expected. A 
good number of grilse are in the river 
at present, and a big run expected next 
week, 

Mullingar.—Mayfly fishing season had 
an auspicious opening in the Westmeath 
lakes on Sunday. Dark clouds and a nice 
breeze gave hopes for a good day. There 
was a great rush of anglers to the lakes. 
About thirty boats with about 110 rods 
were spread over Lough Ennel. There 
was a fairly good rise of fly with satis- 
‘factory results, several good catches being 
made. The most sensational event in 
connection with the opening of the dapping 
season has been the unexpected revival of 
the sport on Lough Owel. Those boats 
that were lucky enough to be dapping 
between Mount Murray and Clonhugh 
were rewarded with some very fine fish.

able catch of ten trout. Messrs. McEnroe 
and Woods got two fine 4lb. trout. Good 
sport is also reported from Lough Derra- 
varagh and Lough Lene, two of West- 
meath’s popular fishing resorts. 

Fermoy.—The salmon fishing in Fermoy 
district has been, with the exception of 
February, good and much better than Jast 
year. During the past week there has 
been a falling off, as the run of fish has 
not been as great as for the earlier weeks 
of this month, but it is expected that the 
run will increase in-four or five days. 

Navan.—Fighing in the Rivers Boyne 
and Blnckvedier in the Navan area, this 
season has been very poor owing to the 
lowness of the water, due to the scarcity 
of rain and north-east wind. Mr. Fitz- 
herbert, owner of the fishery hatchery, said 
he never knew the fishing to be so poor. . 
Only sixty salmon were caught in Black- 
castle waters. Twenty were caught in 
the Blackwater, between Navan and 
Kells, while fishing in the Boyne, from 
Navan to Trim, was also very poor. 
Fishing in Slane and Beanparc areas was 
fairly good, while at Mr. Fletcher’s, Ard- 
mulchan, thirty salmon were caught. 
The trout fishing in the Boyne and the 
Blackwater is very promising. 

Enniskillen.—F ishing is generally better 
this year on Lough Erne. The May Fly 
is not thoroughly up yet, but yesterday's 
sunshine and warmth ought to bring them 
out. A prominent fisherman, interviewed, 
said dapping had not properly started, 
but, generally speaking, the fishing had 
been very fair. There were a lot of good 
trout, and he himself had caught five in 
one afternoon. 

Goleraine.—Salmon fishing in Coleraine 
district has yielded the poorest results so 
far for many years. Complaint is general 
by those engaged in the industry that. the 
fish are unusually scarce. Ordinarily the 
run of salmon in the Bann begins about 
the middle of May, but up to the present 
few appear to have entered the river. 

The experience at the salmon fisheries 
along the northern shores of Antrim and 
Derry, and on the River Bush has been 
much the same. With the advent of the 
warmer weather better results are ex- 
pected. 

Killarney.—A + vast improvement is 
noted in trout fishing in Killarney’s lakes 
since the arrival of May Fly on the water 
some few days ago. -The waters are in 
good condition, and some good catches

sidy, $70,000; oats purchase scheme. 
£90,000, and creamery industry, £23,895. 
These three items made an increase of 
approximately £185,000. There was 4 
decrease of £10,300 in loans for agricultural 
purposes. The principal reason for that 
decrease lay in the fact that applications of 
farmers for those loans formerly handled 
by the Department were now weferred to the 
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Agricultural Credit Corporation. 

Dail advances in connection with the heifer 
loan scheme would be made at four per cent., 
repayable at fixed instalments, but the 
persons to whom the loans would be given 


would have to deposit ten per cent. of the 
price ol the anima!. Under the oats purchase 
scheme, it was contemplated that there would 
be a loss of £33,000, but it was likely that 
the loss would not be se great, as good white 
oats were now fetching up to 18s. a barrel. 
On the butter purchase scheme, it was im- 
possible to say what the loss would oe. / 
sum of £126,678 had been provided for the 
working of the Cereals Act, £120,000 of 
whieh was for the bounty on wheat based on 
an estimated crop of 60.000 tons, There had 
heen £3,500 provided for advances to seed 
merchants under the scheme to assist farmers 
in purchasing seed.

They produced all 
their own potato requirements, and had a 
surplus of two or three per cent. As that 
would be sufficient to depress the market, 
they decided to start the industrial alcoho!

acres of beet. This vear they would not deal 
with much over 40,000 acres. There was a 
big increase in the acreage under fruit, and 
the Department would continue to encourage 
the planting of fruit trees, 

Tobacco growers would realise about Is. 5d. 
a lb. Only about 1,000 acres would ve 
allowed this year, and, even so, it would 
probably be wecessary to put in a much 
higher percentage of Irish tobacco in plugs 
and pipe mixtures, and a smal] percentage 
in cigarettes. The tobacco situation would 


i; be dealt with in a bill to be introduced in a 


week 's time. ' 

Eggs had fallen greatly in price since 
1999. The big fall was from 1929 to 1921. 
The price on May 19th last, the latest figure 
he had, was better than in May, 1932, a date 
before the imposition of a tariff. The figures 
were for May 19th, 1932, 8d. a dozen, and 
1935 73d., and 94d. in 1934. 

Mr. KEATING said that on May 19th 
the price of eggs in Wexford was 5d. a 
dozen. 

Gontinuing, Dr. Ryan said that steps were 
being taken to have the delay in the pay- 
ment of bounties on eggs remedied as soon 
as possible. 

In regard to poultry, he said that prices 
had been satisfactory during the past few 
months. 


BUTTER AND MILK. 

In respect of butter and milk products, 
he said that during the eight months from 
April to the end of November, the price of 
creamery butter was 102s. at the creameries, 
and during the other four months (winter) 
it was 132s. The world price during the 
twelve months probably averaged about 80s. 
per cwt. 

As regards milk, the Free State farmer 
got an average price during 1933 of 43d. 
a gallon. If there had been complete free 
trade with Britain and no tariffs or bounties, 
the creamery farmer would have received 
about 2)d. per gallon. 

A difficulty had arisen in connection with 
the levy on crcameries. It was that the 
farmer selling his own butter was getting an 


| advantage of the rise in price without paying 


any levy, with the result that some farmers 
were leaving the creameries and going into 
production of farmers’ butter. In order to 
see fair. play between the creamery and the 
farmer it would be necessary to try to get a 
levy on butter produced by the farmer. 

If the levy were put on the farmers’ butter 
it would go 'into a pool, and out of it the 
factories would get an export bounty. It 
would have the effect of generally raising the 
price of farmers’ butter. 

In a number of areas where there was poor 
land and scattered population, as in some 
parts of Kerry, the people thought that they 
would be able to do much better if they had 
creameries. The Department of Agriculture 
was more or less inclined to that view, but 
as| they were scattered areas they probably 


| could not be maintained economically with 


auxiliary creameries around them. The only 
way they could see of getting aver the 
difficulty was to invent a type of travelling 
creamery, which had proved successful on 
trial, and a bill would be introduced in regard 
to it. Farmers’ dairies would be dealt with 
by legislation. 


PIGS AND BACON. 

In regard to pigs and bacon, the Minister 
quoted prices, and said that there was an 
increase here of 6d. per cwt. The prices 
were the best since May, 1931. A bill would 
be introduced this session on the lines 
of the report of the Pig Tribunal, which 
would possibly have the result of preventing 
those very big slumps in bacon which in the 
part virtually ruined the farmers who had 

numbers of pigs. 

Sheep and lambs were higher in price than 
in 1931, and, except as regards cattle, the 
farmer had not suffered as a result of the 
economic war. In fact he thought that it 
would be shown that in many of the instances 
hé cited a farmer was getting a better price 
than if he had a free market in England, 
It was doubtful if the loss on cattle would 
exceed the benefits given agriculture in the 
way of a decrease in Tend annuities and other 
concessions to the farmers.

SEVENTH DAY OF 
HEARING. 


DECISION TO BE 
PROMULGATED. 


HE trial of Captain Hughes, Midland 
Hotel, Broadstone, Dublin, by the 
Military Tribunal entered upon its 

seventh and final day’s hearing yesterday 

at Collins Barracks, Dublin, Captain Hughes 
is accused of attempting to bribe Timothy 

McNamara, an officer ot, the Civic Guards, 

to commit an offence tnder the Official 

Secrets Act. He denied the allegation. 

Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., and Mr. Kevin 

Haugh (instructed by Mr. John 8. O'Connor, 

solicitor to the oe prosecuted ; 

and Mr. Cecil Lavery, K.C., and Mr. Patrick 

McGilligan (instructed by Mr. P. F. O'Reilly, 

solicitor) detended. 

‘he evidence for the defence was continued. 
Nora Conroy. an assistant in the Midland 

Hotel, stated that it was part of her duty 

to look after the sittingroom of Mr. and Mrs. 

Hughes. There was only one coal-scuttle. 

She did not at any time in April last see any 

mess in the coal-scutth or around it. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Maguire, she said 

there were other coal-scuttles in the house, 

one of them being bucket-shaped. It was 
fairly big, and coal was usually kept in it. 

Mary O'Doherty, manageress of the hotel 

said that on April 20 she i a docket 

recording drinks ordered by Mr McNamara, 

‘he charges were ls. 4d. for April 18 and ls. 

6d. for April 19. She entered the amounts 

on being told to do so by Captain Hughes. 

No record was kept when Captain Hughes 

got drinks for his friends. She had never 

McNamara, and he never 

had the opportunity to tell her that he 

never ordered these drinks . 

This closed the evidence for the defence. 

Mr. Cecil Lavery, K.C., said that on the 

previous day the name of Mr. Gunning had 

heen mentioned in the box by Captain 

Hughes. If the Court or the prosecution 

desired to question Mr. Gunning he would 

produce him in Court, but he did not pro- 


pose to ask him any questions 

The President said that they did not think 
it necessary, but they would leave it to Mr. 
Maguire. 


DETECTIVE RECALLED. 


Mr. Maguire intimated that he did not 
wish to question Mr. Gunning, but he said he 
wished to recall Mr. McNamara to re- 
examine him in connection with three matters 
mentioned in cross-exannation. 

Mr. T. McNamara entered the witness-box, 
and, in reply to Mr. Maguire, K.C., said that 
he had not a steel plate in his head, never 
had, and never suffered from any head injury 
or complaint in his head. He further denied 
that in 1922 or 1923 he had delusions, and 
thought he was always being followed about, 
or that somebody was trying to murder him. 

Mr. C. Lavery, K.C. (cross-examining)— 
When you were serving with Captain Hughes 
in 1922-23 were you ever followed about by 
people ?—No. 

Were you being followed about on the night 
of April 18 last?—I am satisfied that there 
was a suspicious man walking up and down 
outside my house. The clerk from Kilmain- 
ham was supposed to come there that even- 
ing, and it was obvious that this clerk had 
to be identified by Captain Hughes or some- 
body for him... 

While you were serving in Cork as a Guard 
did you cause certain trouble? — 1 never 
caused any trouble whatever at any time. 

Did you allege the discovery of a dump 
of arms and bring the whole police force 
around County Cork in armoured cars in 
search of it? 

Witness—I submitted information supplied 
by a police agent, and the authorities acted 
on it. No arms were located. 

In reply to further questions, McNamara 
said he was later transferred to Limerick, 
and then to Colonel Neligan’s staff at Police 
Headquarters. He denied that the coal- 
scuttle in Court was the one into which he 
poured some stout when at the Midland 
Hotel. Soe 

In reply to the President, McNamara 
said he had never been dismissed from the 
rag and reinstated in the course of a few 

ays 

Detective Inspector Lynch, recalled, said 
that he had an impression that there was a 
black metal coal-scuttle in a room which he 
searched at the hotel. He did not see a 
scuttle tike that produced in Court. 


HOTEL VISITS. 


Addressing the Court fo: the defence, Mr, 
P. McGilligan said that before they pursued 
the tale of the ‘‘too, too honest detective 
officer’’ he wished to remark that as the 
case had gone on the ‘ too, too honest detec- 
tive’’ had assumed a new appearance, even 
en his own showing. Detective Officer 
McNamara denied strenuously that he set a 
trap; with equal vehemence he stated that he 
enticed to the commission of a crime, despite 
the fact that he was staring the Court in the 
face. He did say, however, that it was the 
dutv of a detective officer to get documents 
for his superiors in any way. When asked if 
he thought it right to go to the house of an 
old friend. take his hospitality, play up to 
him and lie to him—as on oath he said he 
lied to him—he said he thought it was his 
duty to get documents for his superiors in 
any way. It was his job, commented coun 
sel, rather than to see an offence was not 
committed, to assist in the commission of it 
It was an extraordinary thing that the cross 
ing of the two’ virtues—honesty and zeal— 
produced such a monstrous brood of perjury 
and forgery as was shown in that case. How 
were ordinary people to be safeguarded 
against that line of conduct if it ever did 
hecome uphappily the programme of the 
police force in this country. 

Reviewing the evidence, he asked was it at 
all compatible with sanity that a man, meet- 
ing an cld friend after a lapse of eleven 
years. in the open street, would immediately, 
and without anv preliminary investigation, set 
out to get information? en faced with 
an ugly perio! in his recital Detective

took place at each interview between Hughes 
and Detective Officer McNamara. If they 
came to the conclasior that on any one of 
the dates mentioned he either corrupted or 
attempted to corrupt McNamara he would 
ask them to find him guilty on each and 
every count. 

In trying a case of this sort they were the 
sole judges of the facts. They had to in- 
quire into what actually took place between 
the two chief characters in this drama. In 
that respect they were obviously fulfilling 
the functions ot an ordinary jury. If De- 
tective Officer McNamara gave them the 
truth of what took place sia the Court was 
satisfied, after applying the ordinary tests of 
evidence, and, after hear.ng them both 
undergo a very severe and strained cross- 
examination, if they came to the conclusion 
that what McNamara told them was sub- 
stantially true, then they must convict the 
accused man. 

In view of the alarming defence that had 
been made in the case, and the vehement 

icture painted by the accused man im the 
ba of McNamara being the worst type 
of fiend imaginable, they had to consider 
McNamara's record. They found that he 
had served under two different Governinents 
in two different State departments—the Army 
and the police—without any blemish what- 
ever on his character. The allegation that 
McNamara was suffering from delusions of 
a particular kind, counsel suggested, had 
been proved utterly and completely devoid 
of foundation. One would imagine that 
during the last ten years, if McNamara had 
suffered from these delusions, he would 
neither have enjoyed the confidence of his 
officers nor remained in the Guards. He 
ventured to say that if this country were at 
war with an alien country no detective officer 
would be criticised for doing what Detective 
Officer McNamaca did in relation to Captain 
Hughes.

WHY IT WAS NOT 
RECOMMENDED.

As’ briefly indicated in the Irish Times 
yesterday, there appears to be good 
grounds for the 
present Free State Government is contem- 
plating the setting up of a central bank 
under its direct control. 

It is of interest to recall that the Bank- 
ing Commission, which was set up in 1926, 
and finally reported in the following year, 
had this project prominently in mind. 
The sibel bank Key had in view would 
be for the purpose primarily of directing 
the note issue. The project appealed to 
some members of the Commission, ‘ but 
a practical consideration of it led to the 
feeling that at the present time it was 
not to be recommended as an immediate 
expedient.”’ 

It was admitted that the tendency in 
many countries was toward the creation 
of central banks and the retirement ol 
private bank note issues, their place to 
be taken by central bank note issues. 
However, the Commission felt that many 
of the conditions which call for the estab 
lishment of a central bank are absent 
here. while the conditions which would 
render its establishment easy are likewise 
absent 


NOT RECOMMENDED. 


In its final report the Commission dealt 
at length with the same matter They 
again decided against recommending the 
establishment of a central bank for a 
variety of reasons, the foremost being 
that ‘‘ there does not exist in the Saorstat 
at the present moment what may be 
described as a capital market, or money 
market.” For both capital and money 
the Saorstat resor‘ed to Jondon. Irish 
banks in 1925 carried in money at call, 
investments, | and Government debt about 
£95,000,000, ' practically all of it in tho 
Rritish market. 
The Commission agreed that a central 
bank m the Free State, if it did as some 
central banks do, compete for ordinary 
business, ‘might build up a business for 
itself and make a profit. but in so doing 
it would be sacrificing the possibility of 
acting in the strict sense as a central bank. 
** Were it to confine itself to the Jegitimate 
field of central banking and to refrain from 
competing with existing banks in order to 
earn revenue, it woul have unquestion- 
able difficulty in finding a footing in a 
country where no capital market and no 
money market as such exist. Its operations 
would have to be carried on chiefly in 
London or clsewhere outside this country.” 


ADVICE SOUND IN 
ABSTRACT. 


The report concludes its reference to a 
central bank as follows :— 
‘* We are well aware that the suggestion 
has been made by the International Con- 
ference of Genoa and by the League of 
Nations, and has been repeated by many 
qualified financial authorities, that the 
newly-organised nations of Europe should 
each create a central bank of its own. 
Abstractly speaking, the advice is sound, 
and may well be given full consideration by 
t’.ose to whom it was addressed. It was. 
obviously intended primarily for nations 
without well-organised banking systems, or 
for those whose currency systems were in 
difficulty, or which required a strong finan- 
cial leadership in order to bring about a 
reorganisation of their banking and cur- 
rency policies. 
“ None of these conditions holds good 
in the Saorstat. It is quite true that in 
the absence of a central banking institu- 
tion, what is ordinarily called credit control 
or credit leadership cannot be exercised in 
go direct and vigorous a way as is possible 
where a well organised central bank is 
brought into existence. The comparison 
which is made in that instance, however, 
is not the comparison which is appropriate 
to the position of the Saorstat. The 
Saorstat has a well organised banking 
system, but is without an independent 
financial or money market. It is, and will 
for some time continue to be, closely con- 
nected with the British business system, 
and will find a sale for its goods chiefly in 
Great Britain, as it does at present. It is 
in a very special and peculiar position 
with respect to the whole question of 
central banking. The adoption of a 
currency unit equivalent to British 
sterling and maintained at parity there- 
with will necessarily make the currency 
system we propose in this report directly 
responsive to changes of credit policy 
which may be initiated in England. That, 
however, would necessarily be the case, 
even supposing the establishment of a 
ventral bank in Dublin, unless the latter 
institution was so strong and so wholly 
independent of British finance as to be 
able to enforce its credit policy as against 
that of British banking institutions, and 
thus to compel them to follow it instead of 
itself accepting their leadership. In any 
other situation a rate of exchange would 
almost necessarily develop between the 
two countries, one of which might, for 
example, be following a policy of expand- 
ing credit, while the other was follow-- 
ing a policy of contracting § credit. 
Altogether, therefore, the installation of a 
central bank in Dublin at the present 
time is not called for, and would, we 
think, be a measure of doubtful wisdom, 
certainly pending the time when conditions 
were very much more favourable to its 
success than they are at the present 
moment.”’ 

Mr. J. J. McElligott, secretary of the 
Ministry for Finance, who was a member 
of the Commission, in a separate memor- 
andum, suggested that, after a period of, 
say, five years of smooth working of the 
proposed currency arrangements, further 
inquiry should be made into the question 
of setting up a central bank.

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CENTRAL BANK 


JOHN EDWARD 
HEALY. 


AN APPRECIATION. 


(By a CoLLEAGUE.) 


Y the death of John Edward Healy the 
Irish nation has lost a brilliant son, 

and Irish journalism has been bereft of a 
man whose high gifts of intellect and 
character enricned and adorned the pro- 
fession which he served. Called as a 
young man to the direction of this news- 
paper, he guided its fortunes through 
twenty-seven of the most eventful years 
in Írish history. Throughout that time 
his strong hand never faltered. With sure 
touch and unfailing judgment, he main- 
tained a straight course through the 
turbulent currents of Irish polities; and 
even when he saw the defeat of the ideals 
to which he had devoted the best years ol 
shis life, he never lost faith in Ireland's 
destiny. John Healy was a man who 
might have won high honours in other 
lands. On many occasions tempting ofters 
were made to lure him to Fleet street, but 
his heart was in his own country, and he 
refused to léave. 
To a drab age of commercialism John 
Healy brought a culture and a dignity 
that echoed the spirit of the eighteenth 
century. His mind was cast in a patrician 
mould. He hated vulgarity of every kind. 
He shrank from the glare of modern 
publicity, and was so modest and retiring 
by nature that he was known to com- 
paratively few outside the immediate 
circle of his friends and colleagues. Yet 
he was the most delightful. companion. 
He had few equals in this country as a 
raconteur, and those who were privileged 
to enjoy his friendship always were eager 
for his company. An abiding. passion for 
the classics was one of the strongest 
influences in his life. Even on his death 
bed he was prompted, while browsing among 
the pages of ‘‘ Vanity Fair,” to complain 
to a friend of the lamentable decline 
of the art of classical quotation. 
This love of the classics informed all his 
work. His leading articles were models of 
pure English, which were the envy of his 
contemporaries and the despair of his 
imitators. A master of Addisonian prose, 
he polished every phrase, and his treat- 
ment of the most trivial subjects was 
distinguished by a grace of diction and a 
delicacy of form which caused him to be 
regarded throughout these islands as one 
of the few great leader-writers of his day. 
Of his personal qualities probably the 
most notable was his courage. He never 
hesitated to champion a cause in which he 
believed, however unpopular that cause 
might be. Once he had made up his mind 
on any subject nothing would daunt him ; 
and to this gift of moral courage he added 
a Eee valour which belied a frail 


y. 
John Healy livea for his work. He did 
not spare himself in any way, and even 
during Ireland's darkest hours he never 
required a subordinate to face a risk that 
he was not prepare. to face himself. His 
trying spas during those perilous 
nights, when he walked, often alone, 
through the streets of Dublin from his 
ofhce to his home, undermined a constitu- 
tion that never was robust. Stronger men 
might have quailed; but John Healy 
showed an almost fanatical courage, 
setting a shining example to those who 
had the honour to share some of his trials. 
As a journalist, he upheld the proudest 
traditions of his craft, always insisting 
on thcse rigid standards of professional 
honour which he inherited from the great 
editors of the past. In his life, as in his 
work, he set himself an exacting code, to 
maintain which he was ready to make any 
sacrifice. Mourning his death, we mourn 
the passing of a fine journalist and a 
beloved chief. John Edward Healy not 
only was a great editor ; he was one of the 
outstanding Irishmen of his time.

The Times says:—In John Edward 
Healy, whose death we announce with 
deep regret to-day, Ireland has lost the 
greatest of her journ..'ists and a citizen 
she can but ill spare. He had been editor 
of the Jrish Times since 1907 and Dublin 
Correspondent of The Times for the last 
thirty-five years. His work for The Times, 
which began before the Wyndham Land 
Act, and included some of the most 
stirring years in Irish history, was always 
well-informed and balanced, conscientious 
and trustworthy. In spite of the heavy 
charge of his editorship on his days and 
nights, Healy contrived to give as 
generously of his best to The Times as he 
did to his own paper. There was no 
divided allegiance. As an expositor cf 
those apparently inexplicable situations 
which are inseparable from Irish politics 
under any régime, none of his fellow- 
countrymen could surpass him, and to this 
gift he often added an intuitive foresight 
of the course of events. 

Out of his deep feeling for the ancient 
world, and for those who still confessed 
their allegiance to it, Healy developed an 
equanimitas which became the outstand- 
ing quality of his temperament. Despite 
the stresses and conflicts of more than a 
generation in the forefront of Irish affairs. 
he succeeded in preserving his political 
philosophy intact and his honour and 
reputation unscathed. His scholarship 
was far too wide, and his historical sense 
too keen to permit of his sharing many of 
the popular enthusiasms of his fellow 
countrymen, but he had schooled himself 
to understand the views from which he 
differed, and it would be hard, indeed, to 
find an unfair or a cruel sentence among 
the many millions of words he must have 
penned. All his judgments were cautious, 
deliberate and finely balanced ; but, when 
possible, there was a bias towards mercy, 
and the smile of indulgence was never far 
distant from his lips. Ireland has had 
many more declamatory, but few deeper 
and more anxious lovers.

*“ ROUND THE TOWN.” 


Last year, when inaugurated, the race 
was designated a ‘‘ round-the-houses ”’ 
event. To-day’s race might be described 
as a “ round-the-town.”’ Instead of taking 
in as many streets as possible, a shorter 
and much easier circuit, consisting of four 
relatively straight stretches, was used. 
The easier circuit was reflected in the 
result of the race.

The Times, in a leading article to-day, 
observes:—Sir John Simon can count 
upon genera] approval for the main points 
oi the speech which he delivered yester- 
day to the General Commission of the Dis- 
armament Conference at Geneva, and he 
will have the solid support of this countrr 
if he will now use every practica! 
endeavour to have effect given to his 
policy. He wants an Arms Convention, 
however limited in scope. He faces the 
plain and simple fact, that an_inter- 
nationa! agreement can be obtained only 
if Germany is a party to it. The recon- 
ciliation of the points of view of Germany 
and of France is an essential condition, 
and Sir Jchn indicated clearly enough 
that some sort of concessions must be 
made if the return of Germany to the 
Conference was to be secured. 

It would clearly be far better that 
equality should come by the reduction of 
other nations to the level of Germany, 
but since other nations show no inclina- 
tion at the present time to reduce their 
armed strengths the process of equalisa- 
tion can only begin by a partial increase 
of the strengths of the disarmed Powers 
which, if made by agreement, would be 
controlled. 

The vital question, adds The Times, is 
whether all countries are really prepared 
to accept the process of equalisation. 
Barthou appears to have spoken almost 
with acerbity of the policy of the British 
Foreign Secretary, and it must be sup- 
posed that Sir John Simon’s frank recog- 
nition that some approximation of rival 
strengths appears to be inevitable came 
as a shock to the French Foreign Minister, 
and revealed a point of difference in the 
outlook of the two Governments. In any 
case, it was satisfactory to hear from M. 
Barthou that the present French Govern- 
ment accepts the principle of ultimate 
approximation adopted by one of its pre. 
decessors. Hitherto they have decidedly 
given the impression that they preferred 
to rely on out-building Germany. If that 
were ever to become their policy, it would. 
of course, be a frank reversion to the 
system of competitive armaments, which 
it is the whole purpose of the Disarma 
ment Conference to render impossible.

Having formally laid the keel of the new 

cruiser Penelope, the Duk» was show" 

how to operate an hydraulic rivetting 

machine by a foreman rivetter, Mr. James 
Kennedy. 

With this machine the Duke fixed the 
first rivets in the keel plates of the new 
vessel, the assistant who inserted the red 
hot rivets in position being so impressed 
with tae importance of the occasion that 
he dropped the first. : 

The Duke had a very busy morning. 
His first duty was the laying of a wreath 
on the cenotaph beside the City Hall. 
Arriving from Hillsborough about. 11 
o'clock, the Duke visited the Lord Mayor 
(Sir Crawford McCullagh), and thanked 
him {or the splendid manner in which he 
had been received by the citizens of the 
Northern capital. 

Then, accompanied by the Lord Mayor 
and other Corporation officials, His Royal 
Highness walked through the cheering 
lanes of people to the cenotaph. “here he 
was greeted by Colonel .H. R. Charley, 
who was in charge of a guard of honour 
of members of the British Legion drawn 
from all over Belfast and the Bangor, 
Carrickfergus, Comber, Craigavad, Holy- 
wood, Wandsworth, Dunmurry and naval! 
branches. b 

After the leading officials of the 
Northern Ireland area of the Legion, in- 
cluding Viscount Bangor (the President) 
and Captain J. L. Bennet (Chairman), 
had been presented to him, the Duke in- 
spected the guard before placing his 
wreath at the foot of the cenotaph, where 
the Union Jack and White Ensign 
fluttered on either side. 

As he stepped back, trumpeters of the 
Border Regiment sounded the Last Post. 


SHIPYARD TOUR. 


He then went to the Legion Club in 
Castle place, and was received by the 
chairman of the Belfast branch (Captain 
J. D. Nicholl). The Duke’s next visit 
was to the two hundred acres shipyards 
of Messrs. Harland and Wolff, where he 
was greeted by Mr. F. E. Rebbeck, the 
managing director, and other officials ol 
the company. 

Workmen in dungarees lined the 
Prince’s way through the workshops and 
cheered him loudly. His progress was 
slow; for he displayed a deep interest in 
nearly every big machine he saw. 

Leaving the workshops the Duke drove 
to the east yard, where the keelpiate of 
Penelope was to be laid, but before his 
arrival there he stopped again to look 
through more of the company’s works. 
When his car drew into the yard 
pneumatic rivetters were driving rivets 
into the hull of a new Blue Star liner on 


an adjacent slipway, and their din 
dyowned all conversation. Suddenly, 


from a gantry high above the crowd a 


whistle shrilled, and immediately the 
machines were silenced, while their 
operators gathered on the scaffolding 


which surrounded the hull to see the royal 
visitor. 

The Duke met Mr. Alexander Blair, the 
assistant shipyard manager, who will have 
charge of the construction of the Penelope, 
and chatted to him for a few minutes 
before raising his hand to signa] the 
operator of the derrick, more than fifty 
feet above his head, to lower the kee! 
plate on to its bed. 


TITANIC’S SLIPWAY. 


On his way back to the main yard the 
Duke stopped and went on board the Roya! 
Naval Volunteer Reserve cruiser Caroline, 
and spent some time chatting with the 
officers. As he passed through the yards 
Mr. Rebbeck and the other officials of 
Messrs. Harland and Wolff pointed out 
the slip on which tne ill-fated Titanic was 
built, and also told the Duke of the number 
of orders which had been received during 
recent months. His Royal Highness ex- 
pressed his pleasure on learning of the 
improvement in trade, and wished the 
company all prosperity. 

At the wharf the Duke boarded the 
Harbour Commissioners’ tug Musgrave, 
and was ferried across to the Clarendon 
Dock, where he was received by the Chair- 
man of the Commissioners (Sir Ernest 
Herdman, D.L.) and the General Secre- 
tary (Mr M. J. Watkins). A private 
luncheon in the Harbour Trust offices 
followed, at which the Governor (the Duke 
of Abercorn), the Prime Minister cf 
Northern Ireland (Viscount Craigavon) 
and members of the Cabinet were present. 

To-day was Governor’s Day at the Royal 
Ulster Agricultural Society’s Show, and 
His Royal Highness accompanied the Duke 
and Duchess of Abercorn out to Balmoral. 
There they were received by the President 
(Mr. J. Milne Barbour) and .other 
members of the Reception Committee, and 
escorted to the Roval] box. 

The party spent more than an hour 
watching parades of hounds, prize-winning 
cattle and horses. This is the first year 
that such a parade has been staged ca 
the first day of the Show, and it was done 
specially so that the Duke might see some 
of the best cattle produced in Ulster. 

An unfortunate accident to a member 
of the Royal Corps of Signals, who was 
taking part in a motorcycle display before

Private Herbert 
Fey, a twenty-six-year-old despatch rider,

A CRASH. 


The motor cycle appeared to travel too 
rapidly up the slope, and the jump it 
made was longer than that of any other 
despatch rider; but the machine crashed 
on to its front wheel, throwing its rider 
on his head, .

M. Barthou said that paternity of plans 
was not the monopoly of Sir John Simon. 
He said, amid great laughter, that- Signor

this plan offered all elements of dis- 
armament that the General. Commission 


could desire within the compass of 
security. 
AERIAL ARMAMENTS. 


He took note of Mr. Henderson’s three 
points made in yesterday’s speech, and 
dealt particularly with a special section— 
namely, of the danger of a race in aerial 
armaments, 

“ France is not preoccupied with the 
question of the air menace alohe. Certain 
countries have been favoured by geography 
and are protected by land and sea. France 
is exnosed in all three dimensions. 

“ There is another point. At the end 
of March the German Gove :irest pu»- 
lished its Budget. In its Budget of mili- 
tary expenditure there are certain 
mysterious and hidden items into which I 
do not propose to pry. But there are 
clear statements. that the expenditure on 
armaments is to be increased by many 
millions, 

“ Is this not tantamount to asking the 
world a question? That question is this: 
‘ What does it matter about guarantees of 
security? We have left the League of 
Nations. We have regained our tull 
liberty. We are strong in our own 
strength, but we are embarking upon a 
policy of re-armament.”’

Sir John proceeded. ‘‘ While we talk, the 
world will not sit still.

The average 
yield of the five best cows in the Association 
was 12,453lbs. of milk, 474.68lbs. of. tutter- 
fat, with an earning capacity of £27 17s. 6d. 
each. The five worst cows gave an average 
yield of only 2,132lbs. of milk and 67.12lbs. 
of butter-fat, with an average return ot only 
£4 1s. 2d. The latter figures, when com- 
pared with the former, leave a balance of 
£23 16s. 4d. in favour of the five best. 


An 1|,800-Gallon Cow. 


The best cow in the Association that com- 
pleted within the year is a twelve-year-old 
non-pedigree registered shorthorn, the pro- 
perty of Mr. Michael Holohan, Ballinard, 
Cloneen, Fethard, which yielded 18,473lbs. 
of milk and 738.92lbs. of butter-fat in 45 
weeks, having an average butter-fat  per- 
centage of 4.0 per cent., and an earning 
capacity of £43 2s.. based on above prices. 
The worst cow in the Association is also a 
twelve-year-old shorthorn, which gave a yield 
of only 1,197ibs, of milk and 39.50ibs. of 
butter-fat, with an earning power of only 
£2 7s. 5d. This shows a difference in earn- 
ing in these two cows of £40 14s. 7d.. If

Dairying Holding Its Own. 

Mr. E. J. Sheehy, Cow Testing Instructor, 
said the Association was engaged in work of 
great national importance, and was doing it 
well. It was a great pleasure to see, in the 
ease of their Association, that the number 
of members had actually increased fhis year. 
This was not to be wondered at, especially 
when one considered that dairying was still 
probably the most profitable branch of farm- 
ing.

If it is proposed feeding concentrates on 
grass, starchy foods, such as maize meal or 
crushed oats are all that are necessary.

Those breeding and rearing pigs are re- 
minded that to obtain best results it is essen- 
tial that both the sow and young pigs should 
be allowed out on good, fresh, clean pasture 
as much as possible, when weather conditions 
permit. Free access to good, fresh pasture is 
an aid in preventing anemia or bloodlessness 
which appears to be a common ailment 
among young pigs at this time. If young 
pigs are suffering from anemia suitable treat- 
ment should be adopted, otherwise serious

A large amount of waste, with a consequent 
loss of money to the farmer, occurs annually 
through faulty handling of the wool clip. To. 
obtain best prices for wool, clipping should 
be carried out under es clean conditions as 
possible, the fleeces classed properly and loose 
wool and dirty locks packed separately from 
rolled fleeces. 

All sheep should be dipped soon after 
shearing: this ensures that all parts of the 
skin are reached by the dip and the parasites 
killed. , Shearing is a convenient time to 
examine the ewes’ mouths. Those having 
“broken” mouths should be _ separately 
marked for subsequent sale:

| THE IMPORTANCE OF 


PROPER HOUSING 
FOR POULTRY. 


SOME APPROVED TYPES. 
Ta importance of suitable housing con- 


ditions as a factor in maintaining the 

health and vigour of birds can hardly 
be over-estimated. No matter how much 
thought and attention are expended on other 
matters, such as food, choice of breed, etc., 
if birds are not housed under good con- 
ditions they cannot give complete satisfaction. 
Numerous experiments carried out by experts 
have proved that, where everything else is 
equal, and where birds are then put in 
different types of houses, the birds in the 
best-constructed and most suitable houses in- 
variably produce the best results, whether in 
eggs, in the ah-round health of the birds, or 
in more rapid growth, as the case may be. 

The best houses will, of course, be the more 
expensive, but they will be the more ex- 
pensive only in the matter of first cost. It 
may well happen that the difference in price 
between a really good house and a defective 
type may be repaid in the results of a year's 
work. 

At this time of the year, when the young 
growing stock tend to absorb all available 
accommodation, emergency houses of one 
kind or another are often resorted to in an 
effort to save expense. Frequently the seeds 
of disease or ill-health may be the result of 
such make-shift accommodation, and the 
ultimate loss may be much more than the 
cost of a good house. There are now on the 
market, such a variety of good, moderately 
priced houses, such as night arks, slatted floor 
portables and brooder houses, that there is 
scarcely any excuse for crowding the birds 
into ill-ventilated or unhealthy quarters. 


Selection of a House. 


When selecting your house you must keep 
one eye on the essential requirements and 
another on your individual circumstances, 
such as the amount of space available, the 
breeds kept, and the method adopted. In 
any event, the poultry house should be well 
lighted, efficiently ventilated, free from 
draughts, and large enough for the number 
of birds: Moreover, it should be dry, easily 
cleaned and economical in construction, 

For laying stock the best type of accom- 
modation is a well-lighted, roomy house, pre- 
ferably with three-quarter span roof and fitted 
with glass windows in the top half of the 
front, and with ample fleor lights. These 
latter are usually about nine inches above 
floor level, and should be on both sides of 
the floor. so as to ensure that the birds have 
plenty of light for scratching exercise, etc. 
The windows in the upper portion shoulii 
be movable, and may be taken out altogether 
in very warm weather, leaving just the pro 
tection of the wire netting. 


For Layers and Breeders. 


Excelleat types of houses to accommodate 
from 45 to €0 layers at prices from £7 12s. 6d. 
to £8 19s. 6d. ate now made by the Peamount 
Industries. Dublin. They are fitted with 
every modern device, and the nest boxes, food 
and water hoppers, floor and droppings boards 
are easily accessible from the outside. They 
are soundly constructed of good material and 
creosoted on the outside. 

The type of houses approved by the De- 
partment oí Agriculture for the purposes of 
the poultry grant is suitable for smaller flocks 
and is a good type for the average farm. It 
may be used with equal success either as a 
breeding pen or laying house, preferably in 
the latter case in conjunction with a run. | 

For larger units the '“M.U.H.” (Multiple 
Utility House) is now considered the foremost 
kind on the market. This type, too, is made in 
Peamount. Special features of these houses 
are the ‘‘baffled ventilation” at ridge and 
eaves, which ensures a constant supply of 
fresh air without draught, even when 
the hous» is completely closed, sliding floor 
lights at back, scientific weather boarding and 
stormproof front. They are mainly in use 
in large poultry farms, where they may be 
divided inte sections, each section accommo- 
dating about 100 birds, or more, according to 
requirements, and each with its exit into 
separate runs extending fanwise from fronts 
and ends of the house. 


i For Young Stock. 


A pieca of eguipment that has become 
highly popular and most useful to rearers, 
however, is the night ark. This type of 
house is yery easily moved, and its use 1s 
recommended for successful rearing in the 
later stages when the birds are an free range. 
For the moderate sum of 30s. to 40s. you can 
purchase one of these arks, size 6ft, x 2ft. 
óins. to 6ít. x 3ft. at the latter price. They 
are constructed of strong framing, covered 
with jin. matchwood, with removable ridge 
capping. The floors are slatted; the roofs 


are fitted with inspection doors and ati. 
shutters at one side. The arks are treate 
inside and outside. with preservative, and 
floor, sides and roof are sectional and easily 
dismantled, They appear to be the ideal 
medium for fimshing off small flocks of 
ullets before being changed to the laying 
ouses, and occupy a very prominent place 
in the modern poultry world. It should be 
noted, however, that these arks are only 
‘‘arks.”’ In no sense are they meant for 
semi-intensive or intensive conditions. They 
are merely used as sleeping accommodation 
and for occasional shelter from the elements, 


Precautions. | 

Talking of these latter systems—intensive 
and semi-intensive—care must always be 
taken to provide sufficient aecommodation for 
the number of birds. Overcrowding in either 
of these instances is particularly dangerous to 
health and success. 
semi-intensive system require at least three 
square feet of floor space per bird, while 
"birds of the general purpose breed require 
four square feet per bird. In the strictly in- 
‘tensive method at least five square feet per 
bird should be allowed. 

Whatever type of house is used, always 
remember that it must be kept absolutely 
clean, dry. well lighted, well ventilated, and 
free from’ draughts. These are the essentials, 
without all of which the housing accommoda- 
tion is not up to the standard required for 
even average satisfaction and success. .

summer period of sheep-dipping will be 

in full operation. Under various Sheep 
Dipping Orders the local authorities have 
ample means of ensuring the freedom from 
scab of all sheep in their respective districts, 
and of thereby enhancing the value of the 
sheep-breeding industry as a whole. 

Whether the dipping takes place under 
local regulations or not, or under supervision 
or not, the dipping should be by thorough 
immersion of the sheep in an approved dip, 
and. the greatest care should be taken in 
carrying out the directions given as to the 
mixing of the dip and the length of time 
during which the sheep should be kept im- 
mersed. Except where otherwise directed, the 
period of immersion should be for at least one 
ninute. 

In the summer dipping period (from Ist 
June to 3lst July) the sheep must be Cape 
once, and must have been shorn before dip- 
ping, unless they are lambs under nine months 
sal

In the autumn dipping period (lst August 
to 15th November, inclusive) sheep must be 
dipped twice-within an, interval of not less 
than seven or not more than fourteen days. 
The interval is important, having regard to 
the life-history of the scab parasite. The first 
dipping will probably kill the parasites, but 
their eggs remain, and in a short time give 
rise to a fresh brood; the second dipping, 
therefore, is necessary to kill the young para- 


sites before they, in turn, lay their eggs. 

Where an- arsenical dip is used for a 
first dipping of sheep it is recommended that 
a non-arsenical dip should be used for the 
second dipping. In cases, however, where an 
arsenical dip is used for the second autumn 
dipping the second dipping should take place 
not earlier than the tenth day, and not later 
than the fourteenth day, after the date of the 
first dipping (excluding that date), and the 
dipping solution should be at half the 
strength required for the first autumn. dip- 
ping. Every approved dip is retailed. in a 
packet or vessel bearing a label indicating 
that the use of the dip in certain propor- 
tions has been officially approved for the pur- 
pose of the Orders relating to sheep scab 

: and containing direc- 
tions (which should be carefully followed) as 
to fPe preparation of the dipping bath, 

ROUP OR FOWL POX. 

—-—+ 

CONTAGIOUS disease which attacks 
A adult fowls is that known as. fowl pox, 

roup or canker, and, as it is apt to be 
quite widespread, it is fortunate that it is not 
communicable to human beings. It is caused 
by a virus, the incubation period of which 
varies from three to twelve days. .It is re- 
cognisable in three forms, shown by (1) 
wart-like nodules on the comb, wattles and 
skin of the head; (2) yellow, cheesy mem- 
branes in the mouth; and (3) a watery dis- 
charge from the eyes and nose. Pheasants 
and various wild birds are also susceptible, 
and the disease is sometimes seen in geese 
and guinea fowls. 

As regards préventives, a vaccine is pre- 
pared by the Veterinary Laboratory of the 
British Ministry of Agriculture at New Haw, 
Weybridge, Surrey, and with it chickens from 
eight weeks of age can safely be inoculated. 
This vaccine does not confer immediate im- 
munity, so that the inoculated birds should 
be protected as far as possible from infection 
for a period of fourteen days. Detailed in- 
structions are issued with the vaccine, for 
which a charge is made of 1d. per dose, with 
a minimum a abe of 2s. 6d. 

Tt will allay the fears of many poultry 
farmers when they know that the intro- 
duction of fowl pox to a farm in which it 
does not exist can usually easily be prevented 
by the adoption of simple precautions. . The 
disease will only be etal in by the pur- 
chase of infected birds or by those returning 
from shows or laying trials, after contect 
with other birds. New purchases, therefore, 
and returned birds should be isolated for one 
month before they are allowed to join or re- 
join the healthy stock. During the period of 
isolation, the comb and mouth should be 
frequently examined for lesions of fowl pe. 


NEED FOR SPRAYING 
CHARLOCK.. 


COMMON weed of the grain crops is 
/ \ that variously known as preshaugh; 
wild mustard, or charlock. This 
should not be allowed to fully reach the 
flowering stage, but sprayed with a solution 
of copper sulphate at the rate of 12ib. copper 
sulphate in 49 gallons of water. 
xperiments at the Research Station, 
Jealett’s Hill, England, point to the fact that 
a 5.7$ per cent. solution of dilute commercial 
sulphuric acid destroys charlock in the young 
stage, and, furthermore, kills annual weeds. 
hree points seem to have been established 
in the trials: First, sulphuric acid is effective; 
secondly, it is cheap; thirdly, bright sunny 
days apparently are not essential. 

At the strength of 7; per cent. charlock 
plants are destroyed. ‘There is some burhing 
of the blade of oats, but this effect is soon 
outgrown, and no lasting damage is pro- 
duced. 

lt may be imagined that spraying with 
sulphuric acid will tend to make the soil sour, 
but, actually, at the strengtx used the lime 
removed from the soil is almost a negligible 
quantity. 

It may be added that the knapsack sprayer 
must be lead-lined, otherwise the acid will 
react upon it. The operator should wear 
rubber gloves. |
